GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC 

The followmg are the Opening para- 
graphs of Sir Wilfmd Laurier’s speech 
in presenting the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic proposals vo the House of Commons 
on July 30th;— 

“Sir, perhaps it would not be amiss 
if I adaress myself al ones to a ques- 
tion which has com: to us from df 
ferent quarters, and which may find 
an echo outede as well as within this 
House. Why this new enterprise? 
Why this expenditure? Way should 
parhament be called upen to assent .o 
such a policy asis here indicated ? We 
ask parliament *o assent to this policy 
because we beliove—nay, we feel ctr- 
tain, and certain beyood a doubt—-hat 
in sO doing we give voice and expres- 
gion to w septiment, a havent but deep 
senuiment, which is today in the mina, 
and still more in the Peart, ol every 
Canadian, that a railway to extend 
from ibe sbores of the Atlantre ocean 
Lo the shores of the Paclic ocean, and 
to be, every inch of it, on Canadian 
sol, is a national, as well as a com> 
mercial necessHy. That such a road 
must be built, that it is, in the Jan- 
guage which I have used, a national 
and a commercial necessity, that it is 
a corollary of our siatus as a nation, 
that it ie a requisite of our commer- 
cial decelcpment, is a proposition to 
which up iothis moment, } have heard 
no diesent. 

“Exception hos been taken to the 
immediate necessity ef building such a 
road, exception bas been taken to tire 
policy whrah we herve (o suggest for 
the ummediate construction of such a 
road; but as to tbe idea itself I] have 
mever heard-a word of opposition, nor 
<® I bebeve that such a word will be 
heard in the debate. The first of these 
objeciions, that is to the immediate 
road, can be 


construction of such 
disposed of, I betieve, with a single cb- 
servation. To those who urge upon us 
the policy of tomorrew, and tomorrow, 
and tomorrow; te those who tell us, 
wait, wait, wart; to those who advise 
as (O pause, to consider, to reflect, 
to calculate and to inquire, our answer 
is: No, this js moi a time for delibera- 
taoa, this is 9 ime for ac.ion. The 
Jiced ade is upon us that leads on ta 
fortune; 1f we let it pass it may never 
recur azain. if we let ii pass the 
voyage of our national life, bright as 
it is today, will be arrested in the shal- 
lows. We cannot wait, because time 
ooee not walt; we canno: walt becaase, 
in these days of wonderful develop- 
ment, time lost is doubly lost; we can- 
nol Wail, becacse at this moment there 
is a transformation going on in the 
condiGions of our national life which it 
avOuld be folly to ignore and a crime 
to overlook; we cannot wait, because 
the prairies of the Northwes!, which 
for countless ages have been roamed 
over vy the witd herds of bisons, or 
by the scarcely Jess wild tribes of red 
men, are pow invaded by the white 
race They came : bast year 100,000 
s.rong, and stiht they come in greater 
Already they are at- work 
tilling the eo, already they are ai 
work sowing, hervesting and reaping. 
We say that today it is the duty of 
the Canadian government, it is the 
duty of the Cenadian parliament, it is 
the duty of ail those who have a mart 
date from the people to attend to the 
needs and requirements of this fast 
£*ewilng country, to give heed to that 
condition of thin z We consider thai 
it is the duty of all those whe sit with- 
in these walks by the wili of the people, 
to provide immediate means w hereby 
the products of these new setilers 
may find an exit to the ocean at the 
least possible cost; and whereby, like- 
wise, a market may be found for those 
who (of in the forests, in the fields, 
in the mines, in the shops of the olde: 
provinces. This is our duty, it is im- 
mediate and imperative. lt is not of 
tomorrow, But of this day, of this hour 
und of this minute. Heaven grant 
that it De net ulready too late: heaven 
grant that, by reason of delay, the 
irade of Cenada rs noi deviated to 
oiher channels, and that an ever 
vigilant competitor does not take to 
himself the trade that properly be- 
lonz: to those who eeknowtedge Can- 
ada as therr native er their adopted 
land. Upon thts question we feol that 
our positon ts absolutely safe and se- 
cure; we feeb that if corresponds [o 
the heatirg of every Canadian heart, 
though there may be a-difference -of 
opinion with vezard.to the method we 
have employed-te aceure ihe accom- 


num bers, 


plishment of the task we have in views 
“Sir, we recoznize tha: upon this 
question of policy there may be honest 
jand honorable differences of opinion: 
we know that there have been already 
such differences of opin:on, honorable 
and honest, because it has been our 
misfortune to lose one of our col- 
leazues upon this question. But we 
recoznize, however, that we stand up- 
on very firm ground, and it will be 
my duty to present to the House the 
reasons which have led up to the policy 
which we have adopted and the rea- 
sons which we can invoke in favor of 
its support. 

“We think that this road, in order 
to give to the people the full benefit 
which they hive 1 right (0 expcc: from 
it, should extend westward from the 
heart of the mari{ime provinces, from 
the town of Moncton, at the juncture 
of the two lines which proceed from 
Halifax and from St. John. I know 
very well that amonmzst those who op- 
pose our policy there are a good many 
who maintain that it is sufficient that 
such a road sheuld be constructed from 
Quebec westward to the Pacific ocean; 
and a good many who oppose this 
scheme pretend that there is no need] 


from Quebec to Moncton because, : be- 
tween Quebec and Moncton, there is 


gorical, 
the answer is that ihe Intercolonial 
conceived, and never was built for 
(ranscontinental trafii:. The Iater- 
colonial was firs: conceived as a mili- 
tary road. Jt was built and located 
for political reasons, ®not from any 
commercial considerations. Far be it 
from me to cast any aspersions upon 
the jadgment of those who conceived 
and carried out this very useful enter- 
prise. But if the truth must be told 
it must %e said tha: those who con- 
ceived and carried out the Inter- 
colonial #wdded to its length, to its 
normal lenzth, several hundred miles, 
I will not quarrel] with them at this 
stage. The reasons were political, and 
they were re*sous we can all under- 
stand , 1f that railway was located 
where it is today it was simply because 
it was desited to zive facilities to the 
groups of population which inhabit the 
north shore of New Brunswick and the 
south shore of ihe St. Lawrence. Far 
be it from me to blame the judgment 
of those who carried out that enter- 
prise: but the action which they took 
affords us a lesson which we should 
no! forget at the present time.

dition of things which exists in 1908, 
and not only for that condi.jon of 
things, dui also for a condition of 
things that we see looming up in the 
near future.” 

The following are the reasons given 
for retaining ihe ownership of the 
eastern section of the railway;— 

“But, why did we keep this section 
of the >oad ip our hands# Why did 
we not give it to ine compuny to build 
as the other saction$’ We did it be- 
as the other section? We did it be- 
country, Which is to be the exit of the 
produciive portion of ibe west, in our 
own hands so as *to ve able to regu- 
late the traffic over it. The prairie 
seclion wil be reeming with ‘business, 
as we know; it will be teem:nz with 
activity, aS we know. Already there 
are three lines of railway, the Cana 
dian Pacific railway, ibe Great Nor- 
ithern and the Canadian Northern; and 
thts one will be sull another. Other 
roads are also going to be buili there 
to meet the inereasing wanis of the 
people. The Canadian Pacific railway 
has its exit on the north shore of Lake 
Sup2rior; those O-her railways have 
no exit. It is our intention that this 
10ad shali be kept and maintained un- 
der Oar Supervision, so that all rail- 
Ways may fet the Yenelit of it, so that 
the Canudian people may no. be com- 
pried to build another -ro.sd across 
chat section of coun.ry.” 

Re garding the casi of the road the 
premier sauid;— 

“The disposition with regotd to the 
prairie secuioa is that .uze company 
shali cay mierest from the issue of 
the bonds; the govermmeni wil! pay no 
iuterest at ali upon tbe prairié sctien. 
Now, Sir, what is the liability incurred 
by the government for the consiruce 
toa of this road from Winnipez te 
the Pacific ocean? Assuming tbat the 
ioad is 600 miles Jong, the cost of con- 
struction will be $18,000,006, and the 
Oval interest for three years will be 
$5,780,000. This is .he whole of the 
hebiliiy which is incurred by the gov- 
ernment for the construction of the 
railway from Winnipeg to the Pacifc 
ocean.” 

Regarding the cost of the castern
